“Tough Customers” Muscle Into Dope Dealing

Hollywood, Florida ~ A recent 
outbreak of murders in the drug 
underworld has vividly 
supported police claims that the 
nation’s marijuana trade is fast 
falling the hands of 
hoodlums 

Marijuana is now a multi-billion 
dollar business, involving more 


into 


money than all but the largest 
industrial combines, and it is 
only natural that so much 


tax-free cash attracts organized 
crime 

The large scaie marijuana dealer 
in the past was generally a 
college or graduate student with 
no criminal background. These 
amateurs made money supplying 
their local campuses with a few 
kilos of the illegal weed 
smuggied in from 
South-of-the-Border 

But with the explosion of 
marijuana use the small time 
smuggler is being forced out of 
the market by giant criminal 
organizations. Not only do these 
new breed of smugglers have vast 
sums of money to invest but 


many of the principals involved, ° 


like prohibition barons of old, 
think nothing of shooting down 
rival dealers 

“With so much money involved 


in pot,’ said a U.S. Customs 
official, “there is bound to be 
casualities.”” 


South Florida, where a large 
proportion of the nation’s grass 
supply enters the country, has 
seen some ‘‘pretty tough 
customers’’ take over the 
business, according to an area 
police spokesman. Broward 
County (Fort Lauderdale) 
Sheriff Ed Stack, whose 
jurisdiction covers acres of 
swamp land favored by 
smugglers for airplane drops, 
said that his deputies have noted 
an upswing in the number of 
shotguns, carbines, machine guns 
and large caliber revolvers taken 
from drug distribution suspects. 
In early fall, Stack said, his 
deputies raided a house near the 
edge of the Everglades where 
they found more than 1,000 
pounds of freshly cut marijuana 
recently smuggled into the area 
and bound for the Deep South 
and Midwest. As they attempted 
to rush the front door, the 
Sheriff said, a slight, 25 year old 
girl from South Carolina opened

“Much to our distress,’ Sheriff 
Stack said, “‘we have found grass 
pushers inevitably armed to the 
teeth with weapons we identify 
with organized crime.” 

A major portion of the 
marijuana traffic in the Eastern 
half of the United States is now 
attributed to a group of felons 


with loose connections to 
organized crime. The Dixie 
Mafia, as police call them, 


smuggle grass through South 
Florida and distribute it as far 
north as New York City 

Miami police contend the 
group's marijuana activities were 
responsible for the _ recent 
execution-style murder of a 
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W 
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former organization member, 
ex-convict Jackson Smith. Two 
teenage companions who 
happened to be accompanying 
Smith and who were the 
daughters of a politically 
prominent Louisiana family 
were also slain 


Miami Police Department 
homicide Sgt. Mike CGunzalex 
reported that the shootings were 
done by “professional mob hit 
men’ underscoring the ominous 
new trends in the marijuana 
racket 

The violence connected with 
the mob takeover of the 
marijuana business is not 
peculiar to South Florida. A few 
weeks ago another alleged 
member of the Dixie Mafia, 
Charles Christian, surrendered to 
police in Savannah, Ga. because 
he claimed he was marked for 
death by gangland executioners 
A mustachioed young man 
identified with the marijuana 
trade in New York City was 
found decapitated in Brooklyn 
His murder was tied in with 
territorial disputes among the 
grass dealers of fhe city only 
after his head was found in a 
garbage pail near Fifth Avenue. 
In Detroit and Chicago police 
have seen a surge in violence 
connected with marijuana 
dealing. “Unfortunately,” said 
one police official, ‘this trend is 
spreading and is not an isolated 
situation. This is what happens 
when the mob gets its fingers in 
anything.” 

Police are now worried that 
gang warfare may break out on 
the nation’s campuses, where 
much of the grass is used 
Anything from attempted 
rip-offs by the local college 
dealer to youthful collegian 
capitalists trying to cut out their 
own segment of the market 
without permission could bring 
Mafia-type gunmen onto the 
scene. And schools would turn 
into battlefields like speakeasies 
and breweries of fifty years ago.

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McWILLIAMS CHEERS NEW MINORITY AWARENESS

The telelecture coming from 


New York was arranged by the 


journalism department. Once 
telephone contact was made 
with McWilliams’ office, a Bell 


system hook-up provided a 


direct, two-way amplified 
conversation 
His first statements related t 


the presidential election labeling 


it a Strange and in many 
respects 4 very disappointing 
campaign in the sense that 

really didnt clarify ye key 
issues facing the country at the 


present time 





He explained both candidates 
claimed they “‘offered the voters 
the clearest choice of the 
century However, he 
continued, “it didn’t turn out to 
be that kind of a choice at all.” 

McWilliams’ disappointment 
was in part because Senator 
McGovern ran “a rather inept 
campaign. The issues were not 
properly clarified.” 


He said President Nixon “very 
skillfully manipulated the 
Vietnam issue and his trips to 
Peking and Moscow also took a 
lot of the edge off of the peace 


issue. | think also that the 
President very skillfully ran 
against blacks, that is, used the 
race issue without ever 
mentioning race or without ever 

His Southern 


Strategy was based on the quiet 


mentioning blacks 


assumption that if you voted for 
him you wouldn't have any 
more trouble about race 
Further, he xid 

McGovern should hav realized 
that he

was a minority candidate

McWilliams’ opinion after the 
convention. he reverted to 
politics and abandoned the new 


politics that he had stressed in 
the primaries.’ 


On the Congressional races he 


commented that “the results 
were much better than might 
have been expected He 
predicted a “better Congress 


basically because “some old line 
high seniority 
either defeated in the primaries 
or elected to retire 

He concluded the election “‘was 
not a mandate for Nixon, it was 
a kind of negative mandate 
against McGovern.’ Further, 
because Nixon must face a 
Democratic Congress and 
because he seems to Wave 
misinterpreted the meaning of 
the vote, he will be confronted 
with ‘‘very serious domestic 
problems and above all some 
very serious conflicts with the 
new congress.”

They have demonstrated 
real political power tn this last 
election in Texas and several 
other He predicts that 
Chicanos are “destined to have 
remarkable impact on the 
culture of the country.” 

In conclusion he said, 
“although there are going to be 
very difficult times ahead for 
minorities, never-the-less, if you 
look at attitudes and the general 
awareness and understandings of 
some of the issues involved, 
there's good basis for a 
reasonabe optimism about the 
future.”’ 

McWilliams then talked about 
“Nation” Saying it is “this

You are walking along on the 
wet sidewalk, in a hurry to get 
to your next class. All of a 
sudden you slip and fail 
backwards, striking your head 
on the pavement. You are lying 
there unconscious and blood is 
flowing from your head wound. 
A crowd of people gathers 
around you and someone gets to 
a phone and calls the Health 
Center for help. Will the Health 
Center be able to handle the 
emergency? 

“I think we can probably take 
care of most of the emergencies 
that happen on campus. We may 
have to call on another hospital 
if extensive care is needed,” 
stated Dr. Susan Snively, Head 
of Health Services at C.S.U.S. 

“We do minor surgery such as 
Stitches. Equipment such as 
cardiac machines are not 
available on this campus,” said 
Dr. Snively. The school has had 
two cases of cardiac seizures in 
the past year. Both cases were 
treated off campus 

When an accident does occur 
on campus, the first thing the 
Health Center does is to send an 
emergency vehicle to the scene 
“From 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday, the campus 
motorpool vehicle is used as an 
ambulance. A stretcher is set up 
inside. This vehicle is only on 
loan, but so far has always been 
available to provide 
transportation in an emergency 
Situation. It is for campus use 
only 

If the security people feel the 
accident victim is in need of 
extensive care, they will often 


send for an off-campus 
ambulance that will take the 
injured person directly to a 
hospital. 

Meanwhile the security 
personnel wil! administer first 
aid and treatment for shock 


until the ambulance does arrive. 
The security people are trained 
in first aid techniques. They are 
Periodically offered courses in 
first aid 

The Health Center personne! 
takes over the situation when 
they reach the scene. They are 
well trained in all aspects of first 
aid and can also provide help in 
moving a victim from the scene 
of an accident to the ambulance 
without further injury to that 
person. “You must be careful 
when moving someone that has 
sustained a broken bone, 
especially a possible injury 
involving the spine,’’ Dr. Snively 
commented. 
The Health Center does not 
provide care for persons involved 
in auto accidnets. The reason for 
this is that the insurance 
situation makes a big mess. Auto 
accident victims are treated off- 
campus. 

The center provides emergency 
care for all students and faculty 
The faculty receives no regular 
care, however. This is because 
student fees help pay for any 
care done at the center. Since 
the faculty does not pay, they 
cannot receive any regular care 
The center will aid any victim 
regardless of whether he is a 
student or not if he is hurt on 
campus. Anyone who is treated

In short, “Lady” is not the 
story of Billie Holiday at all. It is 
a classy, stylized, extremely 
weil-made show biz flick. 


The chief surprise of the film is 

Diana Ross’s performance as 
Billie, which is always capable 
and sometimes just short of 
stunning, especially in the 
difficult scenes where she is 
nodding out junk. 


Apparently, Ms. Ross has been 
abound a good deal more than 
she has ever let on. The only 
times her energy flags, in fact, is 
when she is singing. She tries 
very, very hard to imitate Billie’s 
inflections on every number, and 
all that hard work is a little too 
evident; her singing is too 
strained and studied to generate 
real power. 


Cn the other hand, the 
audience in the theater not only 
applauded after every number, 
but cheered her on during them 
(“I hear you talking to me 
sister!’’), and their judgment on 
this matter should carry at least 
as much weight as ours. 


Perhaps the black film wave is 
recapitulating the history of the 
American cinema from about 
1950 on, indulging in the most 
extravagant excesses of every 
genre that blacks have been 
exposed to, getting is all out of 
their systems before moving on 
to the real expression of third 
world America that we hope is 
in the offing.

John Mayail’s first Sacramento 
appearance saw the main 
attraction take a back seat to the 
amazing Dan Hicks and his Hot 
Licks in an enjoyable 
presentation last Sunday night. 
The concert, which also featured 
Delbert and Glenn, took place in 
the Memorial Auditorium. 

Mayall, whose band has 
spawned the nucleus of bands 
such as Cream, Fleetwood Mac, 
and Mark-Almond, along with 
contributions to such groups as 
the Rolling Stones and the 
Mothers of Invention, was 
warmly received, but Hicks was 
the undisputed favorite of the 


night. 
Delbert and Glenn, a group

Most of the material played 
came off their first two albums, 
Original Recordings and Where’s 
the Money? In fact, of the nine 
numbers done, only two hadn't 
appeared on those albums. 
Those two songs were new, one 
of them featuring Naomi. 


Despite an arousing ovation 
after their finale, “I Scare 
Myself’, the group gave no

encore. But the Dan Hicks 
bandwagon is steadily growing, 
and should continue to expand. 

John Mayall concluded the 
concert with what he called ‘60 
minutes of uninterrupted, 
improvised biues.’’ Although the 
crowd reaction was certainly 
favorable to Mayall, he didn’t 
quite have the command that 
the Hot Licks had. Many 
old-time Mayall fans were 
disappointed that the Father of 
British blues didn’t perform any 
familiar songs, as he 
concentrated on the jazz-blues 
style of his latest two albums, 
Jazz-Blues Fusion and Moving 
On. 

Unfortunately, Mayall’s 
hour-plus amounted to little 
more than a routine jam session 
The show might have been more 
effective had the music been 
more structured.

fight unity when the group 
plays; rather, one man takes a 
solo while the others stay in the 
background. In two of the songs, 
all six of the musicians (Mayall, 
electric piano, harmonica and 
vocals, Freddie Robinson, guitar, 
Victor Gaskin, upright bass; 
Keef Hartley, drums; Fred Clark, 
saxes; and Biue Mltchell, 
trumpet and flugelhorn) took a 
solo turn, and while they are for 
the most part fine musicians, 
few of the solos were of any 
consequence. Gaskin had the 
best solitary turns, but was 
otherwise not readily hearable. | 
was surprised to see Mayall 
perform without an electric bass, 
for he has said that the bass is 
the most important instrument, 
and the electric would have been 
more prevelant. Robinson did a 
good job on guitar, but he is no 
Eric Clapton (or Peter Green or 
Mick Taylor). 


To me, the biggest 
disappointment was drummer 
Keef Hartley. After hearing 
much about him, I was 
disappointed with his two 
subpar drum solos, and his 
rhythmic beats weren’t really 


innovative. Perhaps it was just an 
off-night. 

Despite my criticisms, Mayall’s 
performance was still enjoyable 
in many parts. It’s just that one 
comes to expect more from a 
blues master.

Fooling Mother Nature

Surgeons are fooling Mother 
Nature in a way that everybody 
likes. Breasts are perhaps the 
most prominent symbol of a 
woman’s femininity. In our 
breast-conscious culture the 
woman who doesn’t stack up 
often may suffer doubts of her 
female image which can cause 
her psychological and sexual 
problems. 

Tens of thousands of women 
fall into this category. They are 
women with breasts that are too 
small or too large, women who 
have iad their breasts removed 
because of cancer and others 


who are at a high risk of 
developing cancer in their 
breasts. 


Until recently, surgeons tenced 
to ignore these problems, 
primarily because there was little 
goud they could do. A woman 
who underwent a mastectomy 
just had to live with the fact that 


her breast was gone. Those with 
underdeveloped or 
overdeveloped breasts were 
simply unfortunate. But now 
there is a growing realization 
among surgeons that everything 
possible should be done to 
enhance, preserve, or rebuild a 
woman's breasts to help her 
inental well being 

Thanks to new surgical 
echniques and new materials, 
suigeons are reconstructing 
sreasis so well that in many 
.ases even a woman's sexual 
raitner can’t tell that her bust 
line is due to her surgeon’s 


handicraft instead of mother 
nature. 

The dramatic progress made in 
reconstructive breast surgery in 
the last five years was made 
possible by two factors. First is 
the new surgical techniques that 
enable surgeons to produce a 
better looking breast with less 
scarring. The second factor is the 
tremendous improvement in the 
materials that the surgeon uses 
to build up a breast. 

Chemists have developed a 
material, silicone rubber, which 
is the closest thing to human 
breast tissue. The silicone rubber 


can be made in various forms - 
liquid, semi-liquid and solid. 
When used in the breast, it is 
made in the form of a gel 
surrounded by a flexible silicone 
rubber skin. The material is 
bilogically inert and causes no 
problems with rejection. 

Doctors say the silicone has the 
same specific gravity and weight 
as breast tissue. They also say it 
has the same general feel as 
breast tissue. It flows when the 
patient stands up and when she 
lies down it moves to the side 
the same way that normal breast 
tissue does. 

Doctors warn, however, that 
the silicone pouch should not be 
confused with injections of

activists eagerly awaited ~ even 
as they criticized ~ the next 
explosion of the Weathermen. 
For the oppressed, stea!ing from 
the Man, burning, and killing 
became standing up, fighting 
back. Where conservatives 
sought vengeance on the sinner, 
and liberals found fault in sinful 
social conditions, New Leftists 
saw criminal violence as a 
rational response to oppression 
and a step in the long march 
toward personal liberation and 
social revolution. 


It was heady stuff -- an opening 
to the anger of ghetto streets 
and a needed antidote to the 
pacifying non-violence of Martin 
Luther King. But it was hard 
stuff to live with. Not all 
criminals were moving on to 
revolution, not even most, not in 
the black ghetto, not on the 
psychedelic streets of Berkeley 
not among the affluent young 
whom flirting with 
violence became another form of 
self-indulgence. But, without the 
old rules of conduct or a new
